WARRANT CHARGES FORGERY 


Package Taken From the Boy by Man 
Who Was Waiting—Arrest 
Followed. 


A warrant was issued Thursday afternoon 
for Ben Hastings, alias Wilson, on a charge 
of forging the name of Walker Hill, presi- 
dent of the American Exchange Bank, in 
an alleged attempt to rob the Mermod & 
Jaccard Jewelry Co. of diamonds of the 
value of $2000. From Hastings the police 
expect to get evidence which will lead to the 
arrest of two other men. ; 

Hastings was arrested by Detectives Cor- 
dell and Marcum. as he took from a més- 
senger a package, supposed to contain dia- 
monds, but which had been prepared with 
a view to apprehending robbers. 

The jewelry company received a note 
Wednesday morning, purporting to 
come from Walker Hill, of 406 West- 
niinster place, president of the American 
Exchange bank. The man stated in the 
note that he was Mr. Hill and his wife de- 
sired to select a diamond bracelet. He told 
the jewelry company tc select two or three 
of the most valuable bracelets In stock and 
that a messenger would call for them and 
take them to Mrs. Hill that she might 
makeé a selection. 

Officials of the company suspected a 
scheme to defraud and made an investiga- 
tion, finding that Mr. Hill was out of the 
city. A package was prepared and sealed, 
It contained cotton and a few small stones, 
Two detectives were asked for and were 
sent by Chief Desmond. They waited the 
arrival of the messenger, who appeared in 
the afternoon. The package was given 
him and he boarded a car for the West 
End, being closely followed by the detec- 
tives. The boy left the car not far from 
the residence of Mr. Hill and as he ap- 
proached the house he was met by a man 
who, the detectives say, told the boy the 
pocseae was for him, and took it. Before 
1¢ had time to leave the place, he was ar- 
rested. 

At the Four Courts, Hastings, as he gave 
his name, denied any knowledge of an at- 
tempt to defraud the jewelry company of 
the diamonds.

TOKIO, Aug. 18.—‘We thank you for 
your offer, but we will fight to the last.” 
This, in substance, is the answer of 
Gen. Stoessel to the Japanese request 
that Port Arthur surrender and thus avoid 
a useless sacrifice of life. 

The general’s reply is courteous but firm, 
showing he will stake ali on this last 
stand. , 

His repeated assertion to his friends 
that Port Arthur would be his tomb will 
probably be realized. 

The general declines to allow the non- 
combatants who have not yet gone to de- 
part. This causes condemnation among 
the Japanese leaders, who feel that lives 
of nonparticipants, at least, should not be 
sacrificed. it is presumed, however, that 
Stoessel’s refusal is grounded on the fear 
that, if these persons should get into the 
Japanese lines, they might be induced to 
reveal the condition of the garrison and 
the location of its secret defensive works. 
Besides, every man and boy in the city 
has been armed and told ne must fight for 
his life. 


From reliable sources the Japanese have 
reason to believe that Stoessel’s force con- 
sists of 19,000 land.troops and about 10,0 
sailors and marines. 

Inasmuch as nearly half of the sa'lows 
wiis be required on the battlesLips, the 
actual fighting force to defend the fortili- 
cations—in case the ships are not blown 
up tefore the towh is taken—will be less 
tlan 25,000. 

Gen. Nogi, who is actively commanding 
the six divisions of Japanese troops, hus 
fully 90,000 men. These are strewn along 
a ten-mile front and the Japanese figure 
they can storm and take this long line in 
sections with a much less loss than Buro- 
pean strategists have estimated. 


KNOW TASK ISN’T EASY. 


However, the Japanese realize the task 
they will undertake in storming the city 
is no easy one. ‘They have driven the 
Russians back to the inner line of land 
fortifications. This line is, approximately, 
five miles from the center of the harbor 
and about two miles from the center of 
the town. Here, of course, is the most 
complete chain of fortifications they have 
encountered.

The forts In 
this line are, moreover, so placed that 
they mutually protect each other; that is, 
the fire of one sweeps the ditches and

HEAVIEST ARMAMENT AFLOAT 


Four 12-Inch, Eight 8-Inch and 
Twelve 7-Inch Rifles Consti- 
tute Her Heavy Battery. 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Aug. 17.—At 
high tide, Aug. 27 the 16,000 ton battlesnip 
Louisana will be launched at the plant 
of the Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company. 

A large party from Louisana, headed by 
Governor William W. Heard, of that state 
will attend the ceremonies incident to the 
christening of the big fighter and the 
luncheon which will take place at the 

: Chamberlain Hotel immediately after the 
| ghip is launched. 

The Louisiana and her sister ship, the 

| Connecticut, will usher in one important 

innovation. Their batteries will contain 7- 

inch guns in place of the 6-inch rapid firers 

which have prevailed since the vessels of 
' the Kearsarge - Kentucky type were 
planned. ' 

It ts doubtful whether any ship afioat 
will match the Louisiana in armament. 
Im addition to four 12-inch guns, in fore 
and aft turrets, she will have eight 8-inch 
rifles. In the main battery these will be 
supplemented by twelve 7-inch rifles, each 
throwing a projectile weighing 165 ened 

The 12-inch guns carry a shell weighin 
850 pounds at a velocity of 28 feet a oa 
ond—a speed one-fourth greater than that 
attained by the 13-inch guns on the ships 
of the Indiana class. ‘The 7-inch shells 
have a bursting charge of thirteen pounds 
of black powder. The explosive shell may 
be replaced by an armor piercing projec- 
tile, which attains a velocity of 400 feet a 
gecond driven by a charge of 101 pounds 
of smokeless powder. 

Hitherto the secondary batteries of the 
battleships have been composed mostly of 
3-pounder dnd 6-pounder rapid-fire guns. 
On the new ship these will be superseded 
t by twenty 38-inch rapid-fire rifles, throw- 

ing a 14-pound explosive shell. There alse 
will be twelve %-pounder semi-automatic 
. guns, eight l-pounder automatic guns and 

two 3-inch field guns and eight machine 
_ guns for the fighting tops.

STICK TO THE ISSUE. 

Whatever of perplexity may be in the minds of Missouri 
Democrats concerning the uproar raised by Senator Stone is 
due to the attempt to reconcile the irreconcilable. The Post- 
Dispatch repeatedly urged the inexpediency of nominating a 
ticket composed of hostile elements and predicted this very 
condition. 

The head of the ticket always represents the real issue. In 
Missouri this year he represents with special force and em- 
phasis the earnest popular opposition to machine government 


‘ in the interest of tax dodgers and bribe-giving corporations. 


Mr. Folk has repeatedly declared that the destruction of boodle 
rule was the object of his ambition and announced his pur- 
pose to break it up in the state. He was nominated because 
he stood for this purpose and had shown himself competent 
in the oifice of circuit attorney to accomplish it. In the gov- 
ernorship he is expected to pursue this course. It was for this

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BORN TO TROUBLE 
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THE NEED OF REFORM. 


Judge Parker's speech of acceptance would have been incomplete indeed without 
a statement of the fact that riow, as in 1876 and 1892, ‘‘reform is necessary’’ in the 
conduct of the government. If there ere no evils to be corrected, no wrongs to 
be righted, no rascals to be turned out, the necessity for a change is not apparent. 

Judge Parker approves the St. Louis platform’s demand for “a thorough inves- 
tigation of those executive departments already known to teem with corruption, 
as well as other departments suspected of harboring corruption, and the punishment 
of ascertained corruptionists without fear or favor or regard to persons.” He 
likewise indorses the demand for reasonable retrenchment, and insists that the 
government ‘‘should practice economy in the expenditure of the moneys of the peo- 
ple, and to that end should return once more to the methods of the founders of the 
Republic.”’ 

That there is need of a searching investigation and a determined prosecution of 
culprits is evident to everybody who has knowledge of the condition of affairs at 


Washington and elsewhere, 

Although Candidate Roosevelt had the hardihood to say in his speech of accept- 
ance that ‘‘Never has the administration of the government been on a cleaner and 
higher level.’ President Roosevelt in his message to Congress last December did 
not exaggerate the truth in saying: 

“While there may have been as much official corruption in former years there 
has been more developed and brought to light in the immediate past than in the 
preceding century of our country’s history.”’ 

For all the corruption that has been brought to light how few of the real cul- 
prits—the men “higher up’’—have been punished; a few underlings bore the weight 
of the President's wrath at the exposure of the postoffice scandals, And the post- 
master-general, under whose administration those frauds and robberies continued, 
and who scoffed at Gen. Bristow's revelations as ‘‘hot air,’’ still sits in the cabinet 
as one of this honest President's ‘constitutional advisers’’ and campaign managers. 


The World said to President Roosevelt in its open letter—and no denial has been 


niade of the statements—that— 

“You have, by your recommendations to Congress and your signature to its ex- 
travagances, increased the national expenditures during your term to more than 
$2,500,000,000. An excess of $211,000,000 over the expenditures during President McKinley’s 
term (which included the expenses of the war with Spain), and exceeding the cost 
of Jresident Clevéland’s second term by $38u,000,000."" 

The fact was also mentioned that the surplus of $90,000,000 in 1900 has been con- 
verted into a deficit, which no official juggling can conceal, In view of this sur- 
prising record of extravagances the World said to the President: 

“It is perhaps not strange, but will be regarded by the taxpayers as significiant, 
that the words “economy” “Retrenchment’’ and “Reform,” once the rule of the na- 
tion and the shiboleth of statesmen, do not once appear in your entire speech of 


acceptance—not once: 

No explanation of this ominous silence hag been given.. There is every reason to 
think that the President believes, with the other politicians of his party that “this 
is a two billion dollar country’’— and that even reasonable economy and common 


prudence are old-fashioned ideas, out of place in this go-ahe@d age. 
Upon what theory can the fact be explained, as stated by the World’s Washing- 


ton correspondent, that— 
“President Roosevelt's administration fdr four years has added $18,000,000 a month, 


or $600,000 a day or $2,500 an hour, more to the cost of government than was paid 


during the last four years of President Cleveland's administration.”’

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NEW PLAYGROUN 


Mayor Wells’ Approval of Bill to Be 
Made Big Event by Open 
Air Committee. 


HISTORY OF MAGIC SAND PILE

Ones. 


The gentlemen of the Open Air Play- 
grounds Committee in St. Louis expect by 
Thursday evening to be able to kick their 
heels together and say— 

Whoop! 

Ly that time it is believed that Mayor 
Wells will have signed the bill by which 
the city assumes the open air playground 
established at Tenth and Mullanphy streets, 
takes a lease upon the lot for five years, 
and appropriates $6,000 for the mainte- 
nance and conduct of the playground. 
“This will be the first pjlay ground of the 
kind to receive the support and sanction of 
the nunicipality, and this fact has the im- 
portant significance of committing the city 
to the scheme of open air playgrounds, 

The playground at Tenth and Mullanphy 
Streets is one of six established in the city 
by the Open Air Playground commit-ee. 
The others are at Seventh and Russell, 
Sixth and LaSalle, Ashley and _ Collins, 
Tenth and Carr (colored), and Eighth and 
Rutger. 

The committee owns none of the lots 
upon which these playgrounds have been 
established, but hag the free use of them 
| for that purpose. The gentlemen who have 
fel engaged in the work have been very 
anxious to see the city do something in 
this way, and the mayor's promise to sign 
the bill in the case of the playground at 
Tenth and Mullanphy is gratifying to 
them. 

The city’s assumption of the playground 
will be celebrated next Monday night at 
the ground, and it will be quite a hurrah 
of a dignified kind. The list of guests and 
speakers includes Mayor Wells, President 
Horsby of the City Council, Speaker Gaz- 
zalo of the House of Delegates, Judge 
O'Neill Ryan, Judge Jesse McDonald of 
the Juvenile Court, Chief of Police Kiely 
and Owen Miller, chief of the M. M. B. A.. 
the local organization of musicians, which 
has furnished music for the grounds. 

The Open Air Playgrounds committee 
consists of Dwight F. Davis, chairman; 
Luther Ely Smith, Gerard Swope, Rev. H. 
W. Mizner, Charles P. Pettus and Thomas 
G. Rutledge, secretary and treasurer, Re- 
cently it has worked in conjunction with 
the Civic Improvement League. 

The open air playground work started 


three years ago, and it had its inspiration-} 


in a novel way. Some of the gentjemen 
now prominent in the work were in the 
law library of the courthouse. The Mer- 
rel] building at Fourth and Market streets 
yas being erected and a group of boys 
were playing in a sand pile tnere. The 
lawyers laughed at the pranks or the littl 
fellows, and when an officer appeared and 
the boys flew away like startled partridges, 
the gentlemen in the courthouse libary de- 
clared it a shame that the children had 
no sand pile In which they might burrow 
without keeping an eye out for the ‘‘cop.” 
As a result of this little incident. the 
committee now has six playgrounds in 
populous quarters of the city, and they 
all have big : sand heaps in them, too.
